It is snid that the Hudson's IJaj- Com puny 
has always opposed the cstablislini<Mit of a 
jKiper tiiei'O, anil uf course where their in- 
llucucu is all powcrnil their opposition 
must he elfectual. If true, it indicates 
that publicity would bo undesirable, and 
perliaps ruinous to them, A desire to con- 
ceal, is well; fitted .to; excite saspicion, 
•whether true or not. However, this 
I know, thiit the present representative of 
tho Conijianj' in tiio Settlement is by nu 
means opposed to the cnturpriso. Mr. Mc- 
Tavish is a gentleman of enlightened sen- 
timents, and has little sympathy -svith his 
predecessors in the opinion, real or preten- 
ded, that "a newspaper would do more 
harm than good." Our population ' is 
nbout 8,500. One half is lloinan Catholic, 
and lias a much smaller jicr (.■cptajro of 
readers than the I'rotestaut hall'.

A paper 
started there has a very important and 
proniisin;; field, Will not some oiiti>rpris- 
in;; Canadian step in? Mr. Ijawrio, of the 
Owen Sound Tiiiicn, lately ]iacl;i'd up prc.-s, 
types, and all and started lor tlie \[i-a\ Kivcr, 
but received some oiU!Ouni;;;niuoiil :U S^iili 
fit. iNlarie's to ])iiplisli tliore, whii.'li lio is 
flccor<lin;fly about to do. 

2. AVo have not a sin^de hotid or lioiii'd- 
iii^ house, ^'llu may tliiiik this straoii;!' ; 
but so it is. Nor is it ko st.raH;;e 
when you take into account tlio fact that 
hitherto, the number of comers and goers 
has been very smnll, When I say 'hitherto' 



1 should cx])lain it as coinprisin;; the 
period up to the last year or two. At the 
]U'eseiit iiiomeiit there is a lar^^ number of 
visitor.'j. Inanvoase a hotel of some kind 
is re(|uired. There are several large and 
rosnoctablo .houses that might be rented 
and furnished for tlie purpose. 

,3. A medical man or two wo greatly 
need. In tho whole settlement wc have liut 
two doctors, Olio (d" whom is eoiiiieeted with 
the conipany of itoyal Canadian llilles 
lately sent tliither ; tlie otlier is rather old 
and feelile fur nuirh active service, besiiles 
having his time taken up with other busi-

4, Within the last yonr, a great deal of 
land has been taken up in and around the 
Ited Kiver colony. There has been rpiite a 
rush to the land ollice. This is one id' the 
"signs of the times." I'ci.'plo are looking 
ahead, and cannot fail to see progress and 
prosperity looming in tho distance. The 
time" has' arrived when tho Hudson Bay 
Territories must go forward in its career of 
improvement. The Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany soli the lands. They do so in virtue 
iif the rights given them by their idiarter. 
If the eliarter is worth anything it is worth 
a great ileal — giving them not only the ex- 
clusivo right to trade, but actual proprie- 
torship in the soil. Land is sold at seven 
shillings and sixpence sterling per acre. 
Only a small installment is called for at 
oiicu, however, the rest being, paid '.very 
grailiially. 

Thus, '.Mr. Kditor, I have bric'ly touched 
a fi^w points more — jioiiits on which, I lind, 
information is constantly demanded. 1 
would bo only too • hiippy to furnish all re- 
quisite information regording that part of 
the country, and in any way to help on tho 
speedv settlement and improvement of my 
native ccmntrv.

F. Clark, liowevor — iiuuh to his lionor — 
phvecd Asseiiiljiy Hall at the service of the 
publie.
